tash lias Been Placed in the 


Hands @f Trustees and Will 


Itfrs. Henrietta 'Farrelly of San \Lean- 


Qro, widow of thS late Robert S. Far- 
relly, the well known capitalist -who died 
B-bout three years ago, has endowed • the 
Bamuel Merritt Hospital of this city with 
550,000 in cash. 


The money Is to bo used by the trus- 


tees of the institution' In the construc- 
tion and furnishing- of an enduring home 
for the nurses of the- institution on the 
grounds 
at 
Hawthorne and Webster 


streets. 


The money Is now available. 
It has 


been deposited 
in. local - banKs by thp 


trustee? of the hospital and will hear 
Interest 
until 
the 
management 
shall 


make demands upon' it, which will not be 
done until early in the spring. 
>. 


-This endowment was a voluntary act on 


tli*; part of Mrs. Farrelly, without re- 
quest or suggestion of any. kind from,the 
trustees of the hospital. Her charitable 
Instincts were intensified by the fact that 
^crrltt hospUal. under the conditions of 
the bequest of the late Dr. Samuel Mer- 
ritt, by wliom the institution was founded, 
maintains forty bed? free of cost for the 
poor. 
Persons so circumstanced receive 


the attention from the hospital staff of 
physicians, surgeons and nurses as do the 
occupants of the other forty beds in the 
hospital who. are expected 
to pay for 


medicines and attendance alike. 


The endowment is the largest of the 


Icind for purely charitable work which has 
ever been made in .this city. 


For some time past Mrs. Farrelly has 


been studying the various charitable in- 
stitutions of this city and vicinity and 
has had. from time to time conferences 
with representatives of the same. 
' 


.NO ROOM FOR NURSES, 


Among the places considered by her 
,was the Merritt hospital, which she was 
surprised: to find was- obligated to treat 
free of charge the occupants of forty beds, 
half of the number of beds under "Its con- 
trol, 
she accordingly visited ths place, 


and was shown through the structure 
from cellar to garret and inspected every 
feature <of the management. Among the 
information she gleaned was the fact that 
,the nurses of'the hospital could not be 
given charters In the structure itself or 
oven on the hospital groxmds but had to 
be 
apportioned 
among 
three = private 
houses In the vicinity of the scene of their 
labors. 


The management regretted thjs handi- 


cap for the reason that it to a degree at 
least caused considerable annoyance not 
alono to ths nurses but tended to an im- 
pairment of the- efficiency of the force.

pital were, notified that Mrs.' Farreily 
had decided, to-, set aside $50,000 to be 
expended by the trustees in the erection 
and the furnishing of a home on the 
grounds of the hospital for the accom- 
modation of the nursing staff. 


TRUSTEES GRATEFUL. 


It is needless to say that the trustees 


were grateful, to their benefactress, all 
the more so because the benefaction had 
been bestowed unsought .on their part 
and because it was instantly made avail- 
able.

The new structure Is to be known as 


the Henrietta Farreily Nurses' Home, in 
recognition of the liberality of the bene- 
factress, but not because-there was any 
desire on her part to have It !so styled. 


Merritt Hospital was 1'eft by its found- 


er, the late Dr. Sa-muel .Merritt, who 
died about.twenty years ago,' a bequest 
of about ?GOO,000, one of the conditions 
of the trust being, as stated, that one- 
half of the number of beds In the insti- 
tution, regardless of the number of the 
same, would have to be '-maintained for- 
ever free for needy patients. 


The greater the hospital grows, there- 


fore, the greater will be the number of 
the-beds which will come'under this hu- 
manitarian provision, 
t^he • only ^imita- 


tion-, established in .the admission of free 
patients to rrthe Institution being that the 
applicant nrust be certified to by,a-repu- 
table citizen as a wage-earner In strait- 
ened circumstances, as of good moral 
character and that he is not a pauper. 


Mrs. Farrelly'a^bounty has been heart- 


ily commended by friends of .the hospital 
who -have learned of her charitable act. 


/The enlargement of the .hospital is con- 


templated by the trustees,' but this .en- 
largement will .depend upon the verdict 
'which will be awarded In the . condemna- 
tion proceedings which the .city of Oak- 
Snd is carrying on in Judge. Ellsworth's

Subsequently ;it was proposed to build 
a canal 300 .feet-wide and 45 feet .deep, 
but failure resulted, largely from yellow 
fever, and prevented the success of the 
canal. It was thtn proved that the sea 
level plan was almost impracticable. A 
French company then' determined on a 
'Canal of the lock type, but later, in 1902, 
they .agreed to sel! all their rights' to- the 
United States for 540,000,000, and under 
the Spobner act, passed in 1902, we en- 
deavored to obtain the right to construct 
the canal by: way of Panama,' and that 
failing we determined to build it by way 
of Nicaragua. 


PRAISES ROOSEVELT. 


"In 1904 negotiations were completed 


after a, revolution ""and a secession on the 
part of Panama from Colombia. "We had 
a treaty-with Colombia but the Senate 
of :Colombla rejected the treaty. Panama 
.created a new republic . and this was 
recognized by this country, 
fcater~there 


waa concluded a treaty with Panama, 
something .done 'by President Roosevelt 
under a sense of duty, and without; his 
promptness we should not now be in a 
position to enjoy 
the 
benefit qf the 
canal. 


"We have, absolute dominion over a 


zone . ten miles wide from one side to 
the other. 
But without a; knowledge o£ 
that country and the treatment of fever 
secured through'the medical corps of the 
United States army we. would hot have 
been able to complete the canal. That 
waa what made the French stop after 
thejM'Uiad originally begun the work. I 
look'.next year for, the completion, of the 
canal.", 
. The President -went on to ;dlscuss the 
lock type of the canal and mentioned 
that some of the committee had urged a 
sea .level-canal. 


"Had we started to make • a seal level 
canal,", said he, "no one who hears my 
voice would have lived to sea. Its com- 
pletion. Now, if you will be patient and 
listen as hard as you can, I will tell you 
the exact condition that the canal is in

SOON TO BE FINISHED. 


The -President, continuing, said that 


tha original plan had been for a smaller 
canal, but that the one now being com- 
pleted Is fifty miles long from a point 
five miles out inUhe sea on the Atlantic 
side and five miles out on the Pacific 
side, the distance being forty miles from 
shore to shore. It would require from 
ten to twelve hours for-a vessel In the 
passage. 
September 1, he said, there 


was 79 per 'cent- of the excavation worlt 
completed, and he aremarked that if the 
construction- proceeded at the 
present 


rate the canal would; be completed some 
time between the first of-- January and 
the first of July, 1913. "'"It is a conserva- 
tive statement to say that they ought 
to. put it through by the first of' July.

Francisco are 'willing to-subscrlbe $20,-

willingness to accept .the task. 


"No BDoner will the canal open than 


the effect of. the trade through It will be 
felt. Forty-seven lockages can take place 
In the canal a day. More than 40,000,000 
or 50,000,000 tons can be carried through 
In a year. In the Suez canal there Is 
allowed twenty-seven lockages carrying 
37,000,000 tons yearly. There is no prob- 
ability that to begin with more than 
7,000,000 tons yearly will come :through. 


TOLLS IN CANAL. 


"We must not expect for years and 


years that the canal will pay an ade- 
quate Income on the $400,000,000 Invested, 
but I think that the government should 
see to It (that. the toils charged to 'an 
American vessel should be met either by 
a reduction or the wiping out of the 
tolls 
themselves, or by a. contribution 


from the treasury of the United States, 
less or equal to a subsidy, the amount 
to be as much as the tolls will be.

street committee wil ascertain the 


.cost of buildmsr the street and also the 
.estimated cost of acquiring the needed 
property through condemnation proceed- 
ings.

Justice Harlan was in a much more 


serious condition than his. colleagues 
in the court realized. Despite his ad- 
vanced age, he was robust and ordi- 
narily enjoyed the best of health. He 
was rarely absent from the bench, an 
attack of influenza a few years ago 
being- almost the only illness from 
which, he had suffered , for a long 
period. 


The sudden death of Associate Jus- 


tice Brewer of the Supreme Court, 
who, was not only a colleague on the 
bench 
but a very 
close 
personal 


friend, 
very -much, affacted .Justice 


Harlan. 
Chief Justice Fuller's death 


in the summer of 1910 was also a 
great shock to the venerable jurist. 


Justice Harlan's great ambition was 


to serve until - next June, when lie 
would have exceeded the service of 
any of the other/Supreme Court jus- 
tices.

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Oakland's Reception of the President. 


The ceremonies associated with the laying of the cornerstone of 


•the new city hall and the public parade escorting President Taft 
jthrough the city to and from the scene were eminently: successful 
and a credit to the committee in charge of the management of the 


jaffair. 
. 


Oakland had on a previous occasion accorded President Taft a 


Cordial welcome and he was manifestly well pleased over the en- 
thusiastic reception given him yesterday by the enormous crowds 


|which lined the public sidewalks and filled every window and point 


Of observation along- the streets through which he passed and over- 
looking the new city hall site. There a throng had assemble'd, 'the 


like of which, either in its character or magnitude, had,never before 
been witnessed in Oakland. 
. 


The army and the navy contributed largely to the popular/ at- 


tractiveness of the civil, military and fraternal pageant which was 


'duly appreciated by the vast multitude of spectators. 
The. latter 


iwas an even more impressive evidence of Oakland's continued 'e'x- 
iraorclinary growth in population than any previous public gathering 
assembled in its, public streets for any purpose. 


President Taft was in a pleasant mood. He made no attempt to 


jconceal his delight over the cordiality of his reception. His speech 


;\vas brief, but it was highly complimentary to Oakland's. growth 
and enterprise and the prosperity which is in store for,it, as the 
Jesuit of the opening of the Panama canal and the-improvement of 
pur western and southern water-fronts now in progress. The sin- 
terity of the President's expressed good wishes for Oakland's wel- 


•fare has unquestionably warmed the hearts of its citizens toward 


him and strengthened their friendship for him. 


The liquor dealers of California, feel some alarm over the adop- 


tion of the suffrage amendment. They apprehend that the women 
will want to have a prohibition law enacted. We fail to see any 
ground for this fear. Woman suffrage has not brought about prohi- 
bition in either Colorado, Utah or Wyoming. 
In all those.States 


saloons are licensed and. regulated by law. There is no evidence 
that an agitation for prohibition will result from enfranchising 
women. The liquor men would be wise to refrain from crying out 
till their are hurt or actually threatened -with attack. It may be re- 
marked, also, that they are not likely to be disturbed so long as 
they render obedience to the law and do not permit social indecencies 
to creep into their business. 


Jhe Insurance Reduction Farce. 


Once more an effort is being made to induce the fire underwrit- 


ers to keep their promise made to the people of Oakland when the 
tealt water auxiliary plant was installed. The agents of the board 
of underwriters, known locally as the Insurance Union, promised 
that rates would be reduced ,25 per cent if the city would install the 
Salt water plant. That promise has never been kept. Every Itime 
a fulfillment was asked, the^underwriters met with fresh demands. 
.They evaded their own responsibility by insisting that the city buy 
more hose and more fire engines, build more fire houses and increase 
the fire fighting force. When they could find no .other excuse for 
their failure to keep faith' they would find fault with the way the 
salt water plant was manned and handled. 
. 
. 


This shuffling and evasion has gone on now for two years or 


more. No matter what the city does or how much money it spends 
for fire protection the insurance people refuse to be satisfied. 
The 


property owners get fresh professions of an intention to reduce rates 
.coupled with new conditions. The city must do something else first, 
and after it does the underwriters will think about it. 


Apparently the object of this long' distance jolly is to get the 


City to reduce the clanger'of loss by fire to a minimum, so that the 
profits of the insurance business may be swelled at the expense of 
[the taxpayers. When the danger from fire is practically eliminated 
the insurance premiums, less commissions, become, all profit. 
It 


5s this happy condition the underwriters are tryinjg- to arrive at in 
this city. They want all profits and no risks,-hence they are work- 
ing the proi^rty owners to work the city officials!in the matter of 
•providing more equipment and enlarging the fire lighting force.- 


But reducing insurance rates is' an entirely different matter. 'A 


reduction in rates in proportion to the decreased risk will cut down 
the added profits that the insurance companies will make by elimi- 
nating the danger of conflagrations. That was not the object sought 
rvv.hen the clamor was set up for better fire protection. To the in- 
surance men better fire protection meant reduced risk, and larger 
(profits. It was not intended that these gains were to be given away 
iby reductions in rates. This fact ought by this tiirre to have pene- 
jtrated the dullest understanding. 


These remarks will serve to explain why THE TRIBUNE has 


iio confidence in the renewed promise to reduce rates. 
Men who 


are constantly inventing exctises for failing to keep their word are 
•not sincere. . While evading the fulfillment of their pledges they 
are- endeavoring to gain a fresh advantage. They are wor'king the 
Community for all it will stand for.- 


The women of the town of Watts, a suburb of the city of Los

election. As the official count of the recent election returns and 
'declaration of the result have not yet'been made, the legality of their 
registration will doubtless be challenge'd and, in all probability, the 
'challenge will be judicially sustained. . 


The new political fashions, are rather dizzy. The electorate goes 


'into hobble skirts, but the Legislature dons divided skirts. 


The death of-Associate Justice John Marshall Harlan, which.oc- 


• «urred at Washington this morning as the result-of an attack of 
^icute bronchitis, removes the oldest member of the United States 
'Supreme Court. He served an exceptionally long term on the bench, 
having- been appointed associate justice by President Rutherford B. 
Hayes November 29, 1877.. He had been a member of the court, 
•therefore, nearly'thirty-four .years. In fact, only.one or two justices 
:luivc, in the history of the Supreme Court, exceeded Justice Harlan 
in the length of the term of their service.

Decline of American Wheat-Growing. 


The October crop estimates of the United States Department of 


Agriculture show conclusively how rapidly the country at large, is 
declining as a wheat-producer. Not only does the totai crop show 
an enormous reduction in the volume, but also in the quality of the 
grain produced as compa'red with the harvest of last year and the 
average of the harvests of the past five years. 


The United States has. been .declining as a wheat-producer for 


many years past. What with the decrease in the yield per acre and 
the growth of population the country has almost ceased to be an 
exporter of wheat, although thirty or forty years ago Great Britain, 
France and. some other European nations drew a large share of their 
breadstuff, supply from the United States. California, which for .two 
or three decades was "the largest wheat exporter of any State in the 
Union, is now importing wheat and flour for domestic consumption 
from the Northwestern States. 


The decline in the yield per acre and in the quality of American 


wheat is, of course, the direct result of. wasteful farming, robbing, 
the soil of those ingredients essential to the successful production 
of wheat in the greed for money-making, until a time is reached 
when the land is incapable of maturing'a profitable crop. 
The 


Glenn ranch, out of which Glenn county was organized and which 
was in its time the largest wheat farm in California1, embracing 55,- 
000 acres cultivated to that grain, constituted a notable example of 
the unwisdom of American wheat farming in the past. The Glenn 
ranch was'cultivated to wheat forxforty consecutive years. .Nothing 
was done, however, during this long period to restore to the soil by 
intelligent fertilization^ the elements drawn from it in maturing the 
crops, until it became so impoverished that wheat-growing on it 
would no longer pay. For many years afterward the once famous 
Glenn ranch was largely a barren waste. The greater portion.of the 
ranch now lies within .the Orlando irrigation district. Irrigation 
promises to. restore to the soil the elements which prolonged wheat- 
growing extracted from it and thus renew its fertility. 


But the steady 'decline of the productiveness of wheat-growing 


in the United States which.the reports of the Department of Agri- 
culture for many .years past show to be the case; indicates . that 
whether reciprocity is ever established between the United States 
and Canada or not, the former will have to.draw upon the great 
.central wheat-producing basin of the latter country for a large pro- 
portion of its wheat supply, for our. wheat lands are no longer.able, 
to meet the growing demands of an increasing population. 


Another Case of Hogiishness. 


It is now Sacramento's turn to complain of the selfishness and 


discourtesy which certain prominent citizens of San Francisco habit- 
ually shows in their treatment of other cities and the residents of 
.other sections of the State. The Union, gives, this sharp jab at the 
rhinoceros-like hide of selfishness and conceit in which the promi- 
nent citizens of San Francisco have encased'themselves: 


"San Francisco seems determined to repay courtesy with dis- 


courtesy. As she succeeded, in scheming against Oakland, so she 
has succeeded in scheming against Sacramento and the. entire Sac- 
ramento valley inVthe matter of the reception to President Taft.. In 
fact, the metropolis assumes to represent all California to the ex- 
clusion of active participation by any other community as far as pos- 
sible in entertaining the., chief executive while he is in the State." 


It is unfortunate that such'a spirit should be displayed. That 


it is displayed is;unfortunatelyvtoo true. It is not only unfair to the 
President, but it is actually hurtful to the interests of San'Fraricisco. 
It provokes resentment and antagonism and tends to deter- people 
resident in pther cities '.and sections of the State'from, taking, the ar- 
dent and active, interest in: the exposition that they should. It pre- 
vents the President, from, seeing and meeting as many people as he 
would like to. In short, the discourtesy touches an invited guest 
and reacts against San Francisco. 
The .burden of Sacramento's 


complaint is thus voiced by the Union: ' 
; 


"Sacramento desired the privilege^ of escorting the President 


through .this valley: ;_The Chamber of Commerce had arranged to 
send a committee of prominent citizens, to meet the presidential 
special,at Dunsmuir and en route to this city tell .Mr. Taft of the 
^progress and future of the valley. But- at the last moment the dis- 
covery, was made that the San Francisco representatives had hogged 
all the'room on. the train and the curt information was received from 
them that they, had some time before obtained the approval of their 
plans oy the President.". 


Of course the time^has passed for correcting the mischief caused 


by this petty business,- but it is not amiss to say again that San 
Francisco makes no friends by being boorish and selfish in her treat- 
ment of other localities. By pursuing such a course she alienates 
friends and well-wishers and helps the designs of her trade rivals. 
You never catch Los Angeles kicking neighboring towns in the face 
in the way San Francisco is in the habit of doing. _ 
v 


Idealism and Woman 


The recent, death In this city of a tal- 


ented and unusual -woman by her own 
hand has called much attention to the 
dissatisfaction felt and expressed by that 
large -and Intensely interesting class of 
women which may, for lack of a better 
phase, be termed torrid. 
They are -wo- 


men of high Idealism who look upon life 
with eyes anguished for beauty and- for 
Joy. 
They desire splendor, and 
the 


poignant realization which finally sweeps 
over them, that life Is In the main com- 
monplace, causes them a degree of suf- 
fering1 which the matter of fact 'person 
will Save difficulty In appreciating. 


The truth is, this impassioned Idealism 


is a, component part of the highly civil- 
ized woman. 
Perhaps in a greater or 


less degree It is a part of all women. It 
is - -what lends to them their appearance 
of mystery;, it is what makes men accord 
to them a greater degree of spirituality 
than they themselves claim to possess. 
It appears to be the continual thirst of 
the soul. 
It has been said .that no man 


can live up to the expectations of such 
a woman. Her demands exceed his pow- 
ers of performance. 
She wishes high 


drama and classic verse, and he can' R:ive 
her, at best, only plain .comedy .couched 
in prose. 


But It should be remembered that there 


is a natural outlet for this constructive 
Imagination of women. There is one place 
in which their idealism Is needed, and in 
which their wealth of inspired flattery is 
the food of those that thrive upon it. It 
lies in maternity. 


The insatiate hunger of a woman's 


heart has. a divine purpose, and is in a 
way a mystic paradox. For as she feeds 
others, her own hunger is appeased. 
It 


is not necessary to search far for the 
meaning of restlessness in large hearted 
and talented 
women -who are without 


children. 
By some sort of accident 


.circumstances they have been defrauded 
of the- thing they .need, whether they 
know It or not.. There is balm for most 
of them in the service of others, in 
f 


career, or In the performance of duty o: 
pursuit of- pleasure. 
But for ihe mon 


intense, or the less self-controlled, then 
may prove to be no panacea. 
And to 


such much may be pardone<}.—Chicago 
Record-Herald.

that strange land. 


The lessons of "his career 
are many, 


but there Is one which is 
peculiarly 


timely for our . own land and 
day. 
It 


was a noteworthy coincldenco ' that at 


almost .the very moment when the news 
of Sir Robert Hart's death 
was being 


given to the world President 
Taft was 


reminding his . hearers 
in 
Northern 


Michigan of the 
opportunity and the 


duty of the United States to provide for 
the doing of a work in Central America 
not unlike Hart's in China. 


It cost England nothing to lend Robert 


Hart to China, ond it gave her great 
gain. It cost the United States nothing 
to lend a fiscal administration to Santo 
'Domingo, and it has been of immense 
profit to both parties. 
It would cost us 


nothing to ratify these Central Amer- 
ican treaties and thus 
to give needed 


aid to our struggling neighbors, and It 
would be of great profit to them and to 
us. 
It Is impossible not to admire 
the 


achievements 
of 
Sir . Robert Hart 
in 


China. 
It ought to be 
impossible for 


us to hesitate in opening the way for 
comparable achievements in the adjacent 
states which look to us, and which have 
a certain moral" right to look to us, for 
such service.—New Yprk Tribune.

An eminent surgeon' in New York has 


proceeded still further with the physical 
Interchange Idea. There was brought to 
him some months ago a woman who was 
suffering Intense pain as a result of a 
decaying bone near her instep. 
It was 


feared taat 'the leg would have to be am- 
putateil. . The woman said that she would 
prefer toj die, and the s'urgeon set about 
saving her life by some other means than 
amputation. 
< 


It was agreed by the surgeon and his 


conferees that if a live bone from some 
other person could be obtained it might 
be transplanted, so td speak, and would 
save the patient's life. Recently a. num- 
ber of sensation-loving jersons have vol- 
unteered to have their fingers cut off to 
equip a woman who wishes to be a great 
pianist. vlt is doubtful, however, whether 
any of these persons really would be 
willing .to submit to amputation when 
the actual test came. 


At any rate, the surgeon did not try 


in the case of the woman with the crip- 
pled foot, to get a bone from a living 
person. 
He heard of a man, suddenly 


killed in a railroad accident, whoso body 
had not been claimed. A piece of bono 
was removed and' placed in a solution of 
salt, which, in turn, was placed In cold 
storage. 
When the time for operating 


came the decayed bone was removed and 
the healthy bone, that had been taken 
from the dead man, was Inserted In It3 
place. In two months, the surgeons say, 
the woman will be on her feet, perfectly 
cured.—Washington Post.

Arguments to Be finished Today and the Court 


to Make His 


by tat Monday 


LOS ANGELES, Oct. 14.—Further ar- 


yument as to whether 1,. T. Nelson should 
be sworn as a juror In the trial of James 
B. McNamara, indicted for the murder 
of Charles Haggarty, a victim of the 
Times explosion, occupied a brief session 
of court today. From behind a battery 
of tan-colored law books, attorneys for 
the prosecution and defense wrangled as 
to Nelson's eligibility, delving deep into 
the realms of precedent cases on the bias 
of talesmen. 


On Monday Judge Waiter Bordwell will 


render a decision as to whether or not 
bias or prejudice Is contained in-Neleon's 
admissions on the stand that he had 
.formed certain opinions concerning the 
blowing up of the Times building which 
caused the death of a score of men and 
upon which tha Indictments for murder 
against James B. McNamara and his 
brother, John J., are based. 


Attorney C. Ray Horton concluded the 


argument of the 
state 
that Nelson, 


though admitting he held opinions about 
the case, had shown his impartiality by 
announcing that he would waive these 
opinions in lieu ot tho evidence intro- 
duced. 


DEFENSE FINISHES. 


Attorney Cyrus McNutt. oJ Indianapolis 


finished the discussion for the defense, 
citing, numerous cases where preconceived 
Impressions admitted by a talesman had 
been regarded by the courts as sufficient 
to disqualify him. 
"Any one can see that Nelson -is preju- 


diced 
against 
McNamara," 
remarked 


Clarence S. Darrow, chief counsel for tho 
defendant, "and ha has his own theories, 
loo, 
by personal investigation, that ,the 


Times building was blown up by dyna- 
mite." 
Tho defense considers ths question of 


the cause of tho explosion a moot point 


• and will argue that It was due to gas. 


"Nelson lias said he would set aside 


his, own opinions and receive the evidence 
impartially," was the- expressed attitude 
of Dis'rict Attorney Fredericks. "I- don't 
see how we ever will get an intelligent 
jury if we bar every one who has some 
opinion on f.ho case." 
Tho defense Sn this connection. cited 


the answer of Nelson that it would take 
"strong evidence" to change his opinion 
concerning tho 
explosion 
as sufficient 


proof of bias. 
. 
' 
PEREMPTORY CHALLENGE. 


It feas intimated by Darrow 
before 


court opened today that should the court 
disallow the challenge for cause against. 
Nelson, a peremptory challenge at any 
rate would be exercised against him by 
the defense. 
i 
With keen Interest the ruling of ttie 


court will be awaited, and it was said 
today that an elaborate opinion from 
Judge Bordwell would be forthcoming on 
Monday. 
The weight of tho opinion, it 


is considered, will be felt throughout the 
preliminary stages of the trial in the 
empanelling of a Jury. 
It Is expected 


to. define how far newspaper reports or 
preconceived notions as to the manner 
in which the 
building was destroyed 


formed by personal observation or gossip 
In the town may prejudice a juror. Judge 
Bordwell, though not required to explain 
his decision, the categorical announce- 
ment of acceptance or rejection of the 
talesman being regarded as sufficient, it 
Is predicted will set forth at length the 
limitations which counsel can reach in 
future Interrogation of talesmen. 
The 


area that particularly may be traversed 
by tho attorneys in seeking to learn a 
talesman's views on labor warfare also 
Is likely to be settled by the ruling of 
Judge Bordwell.

start anything tonight, Mr. Hammond,

'wJshes of this council," remarked Coun- 
cilman Alfred Morgenstern at the coun- 
i cil meeting last night to 
Councilman 


•"William Hammond, chairman of the util- 
ities committee. 
"Why' Is ,Jt that you 


never call a meeting of the public utili- 
ties committee to discuss matters such 
as placing lights at stations, 2%-cent 
fare, headlights on trains, trains stop- 
ping at stations and other things? It is 
specifically set forth that these duties 
shall be the sole duy of the utilities 
commitee." 


Councilman 
Hammond 
responded: 


"Why 
should I call a meeting? 
What 


Is there before us now that you want a 
(meeting- called?" 


City Clerk Frank Browning explained 
that 
Councilman Morgenstern was re- 


ferring to a recent impromptu meeting" of 
-Southern Pacific officials and members 
!of the city council, at which the Lincoln 


• Park station, the 2^-cent fare mlxup 
and other railroad matters 
were dis- 


cussed 
and partially settled. Neither 


.Hammond nor Morgenstern were present 
:at the meeting1. The clerk said that the 
railroad men had rang- him up and asked 
him to get together as many members of 
the old council as he could to meet them 
the same morning the telephone message 
was sent. 


WANTS FORMALITY. 


Morgenstern has several times 
since 


plainly stated that he believed city busi- 
ness should be transacted with more 
formality and through the special chan- 
nels provided 
for 
the 
purpose. 
He 


strongly resented the fact that the coun- 
cil did not turn this matter over to the 
utilities committee, and that Councilman 
Hammond had not called 
a 
regular 
meeting of the committee. Morgenstern 
made a similar statement last Friday 
flight at the committee meeting, but 
Hammond was not present, so he repeat- 
Ed It last night. 


Hammond asked Morgenstern if he ob- 


jected to the chairman of the commit- 
tee taking these things .up as had been 
the custom and Morgenstern replied, "I 
do object to your taking1 these things up. 
with the railroad. Tour ideas may be 
food, but some one else'e may be better. 
STou never call a meeting." 


FARE IS SUBJECT. 


Hammond told Morgenstern that . if 
Morgenstern had kept track of the city 
business ho would know that these mat- 
ters had all been taken up and effect- 
ually disposed of. "Tell me," said Ham- 
mond, "when should I have called a 
meeting, or what is there before us now 
that I should call a meeting?" Morgen- 
stern replied that the 2Ms-cent. fare was 
L fit subject for the entire committee to 
lake up. 


The matter was dropped with some 


parting- comment on both sides. 


The 
2 ^v-cent 
fare 
proposition 
was 


brought up by City Attorney A. F. St. 
Sure, who advised that the council take 
no action at present, but wait the go- 
Ing into effect of the new constitutional 
amendments, which wxmld give either 
the city or the reorganized railroad com- 
mission power to grant Alameda the 2%- 
cent fare. 


Chairman Hammond of the 
utilities 


committee reported that he had b«en 
notified that Southern Pacific attorneys 
had taken up the 2%-cent fara propo- 
sition and would be ready to confer with 
city officials in about two- weeks. Mor- 
genstern asked what had been done by 
the city attorney regarding the Morgen- 
stern motion of last Friday night, that 
the cl ty attorney draft an 
ordinance 


providing for the 2%-cent fare, The ctty 
attorney said ho had studied the matter 
and that the question narrowed down to 
svhether the local Southern Pacific 31n.es 
-vvere railroads or street railways. 


The city attorney said that It would 


be necessary to have an election in this 
oity to enable the municipality to retain 
Its powers in the matter of fare regula- 
tion. He added that the question of "a. 
(reasonable fare" had to be considered. 


I The council accepted his advice to' await 
the action of the legislature at the spe- 
cial November session. .
